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Roman Baths, Bath. Tradition speaks of a British 
King-, Bladud, who was cured of leprosy by means of 
the hot springs, but history more inclines to regard 
the Romans as the discoverers of their virtues. The 
Romans built magnificent baths here, which were over¬ 
laid and choked up from the fifth century, and only 
discovered in 1755 sixteen feet underground. Now, 
filled with water again, the Baths are open to inspection. 
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
